A right was 
given to Sir Paul, the other 
Permanent and Managing Director, 
during .his:temporary or permanent 
absence from the Colony, to appoint 
a successor or, in his will and 
codicil, in writing, to appoint a suc- 
cessor, such successor to be, “a 
senior ‘representative in the Colony 
of Hong Kong of any firm or cor- 
poration so long as such firm or 
corporation carry on business and 
with ‘an' office in the Colony.” 

The whole intention underlying 
the Memorandum, claimed’ counsel, 
was thdt Sir Paul should be given 
exactly the same poiver in hia will 
as he held during his lifetime. Not 
only was’ Sir Paul: empowered to 
appoint:a nominee during his life- 
time but, in the event of a nominee 
of his resigning, the power of ap- 
pointment again arose. He could 
appoint as many times as the 
necessity arose. ‘Similarly, there 
was power in the event of 
there ceasing to be a nominee of 
Sir’ Paul at any time after his 
death. The language used, claimed 
I counsel was “extraordinary” if the 
intention was.that Sir Paul by his 
will could appoint and that then and 
there his power ceased: 

Right of Re-Appointment.’ 

In answer to His Lordship, coun- 
sel agreed that his claim was that 
Sir Paul could, in his lifétime, ap- 
point three different people. - If 
Sassoona renounced the power, ‘or 
privilege, Sir Paul had the right 
to appoint again.- 

Referring’ .to a passage in ‘the 
Memiorandum of the Company with 
reference to delay, counsel claimed 
that If thete had been delay, it was 
the Company which was concerned. 
If, any person was ‘ appointed he 
must, of course, be given-time for 
making up his mind. The Memor- 
andum, must be construed reason- 
ably. ; :

; Operatives. : 


WAGES AND HOURS. 


Employees Do Not Favour Inquiry 
{Into Prodaction Costs. 


London, Yesterday., : 

The joint conference of cotton 
employers and operatives’ leaders 
at Manchester, after a discussion 
of four hours was adjourned until 
Monday without a decision. - 

An official statement ‘says the 
Operatives’, representatives hand- 
ed the employers a note regret- 
ting the latter did not favour 
establishment of a statutory 
committee to enquire into’ the 
position of the industry, declar- 
ing that neither the wages paid 
nor the 48-hour week are causes 
of the unsatisfactory state of the 
industry. The real causes are to 
be found elsewhere. An indepen- 
dent and impartial inquiry is most 
likely correctly to diagnose the 
causes, 

The operatives cannot agree to 
the employers’ proposals to ap- 
point a committee of 12 represen- 
tives on each side to consider the 
factors of the cost of production 
of yarn and cloth and report’ with- 
in a month how production costs 
can be reduced so as to secure a 
greater volume of ‘trade, . 

The employers reply pointed 
out that they had definitely with- 
drawn specific recommendations 
as to the reduction of wages and 
the increase in hours, but had not 


1 withdrawn the questions of inves- 


tigating the effect ‘of :the present 
wages and hours upon their com- 
petitive. power. The employers 
would collaborate with the opera- 
tives in ascertaining any facts|’ 
mutually agreed to be germane 
to.the questions, ‘ 

The conference was adjourned 
to enable the operatives’ repre- 
sentatives to consider the employ- 
ers last proposal.—Reuter.
